R. D’ Anvers has inferted in his laf Crattfman, @ Let. 
M ter from one of his Ccrefpondents, which contains an 
Effay upon Screens. 

A Screen (fays this Gentleman) in the literal Acception 
of the Word, fignifies a certain Piece of Mechanifm to 
Jefend us from the Inclemency of the Weather, eithe: 
Heat, or Cold, Wind, or Rain. Of thefe there are di- 
verfe Sorts ; fuch asthe Fan, the Fire-/creen, the Umbre/- 
ia, and the large Folding-Screen ; which are all grown 
into fuch common Ufe, that They require no farther Ex- 
planation. Buta Screen, in the metaphorical Senfe, im- 
ports fomething farther, and means any Device, or Con- 
trivance, to protect Men from the Fury of their Ene. 
mies, or fthe Purfuit of Juftice. ft is in this figurative 
Senfe of the Word, that I propofe to defcant upon 
Screens in the following Effay, which I hope will prove no 
difagreeable, nor unufeful Entertainment to your Readers. 

Screens have been more or lefs‘ufed, in all Ages, and 
by all Degrees of Perfons, but efpecially by the rich and 
powerful. The boldeft Warriors of Antiquity never ven- 
tured into the Field of Battle without fomething to fhel- 
ter Them from the Affaults of their Enemies. It is well 
known that Achi//es, fo much renowned in Hiftory, was 
not only dipt in the River Styx, to render him inyulne- 
rable, but had likewife a compleat Suit of Armour, made 
by Vulcan himfelf, which no human Force could penetrate. 
Ajax, another Grecian Chief, is diftinguifhed by his /evea- 


fold Shield, which was of fo large a Circumference, that 


Teucer is defcribed in Homer fighting behind it. Moft of 
the antient Heroes made ufe of the fame Kind of Screens ; 
which were fometimes carried before them by inferiour 
Officers, who were obliged to ftand the firft Shock, and 
therefore ought to partake in the Honour of the Victory. 


This Pra@tice of fighting with Zargets, or Bucklers, is ftill 


tetained by the Clans of Scotland; and I haye often feen

them ufed, at Mr. Fig’s Amphitheatre, with great Suf- 
cefs. 7 

But to proceed. The heathen Deities did not think it 
beneath their Dignity to make ufe of Screens themfelves, 
or to fereen others. I will mention only one Inftance from 
Virgil, where Venus conceals her Son Atneas and his Com. 
panion Achates in a Cloud ; 


At Venus obfcuro gradientes Acre fepfit, 
Ft multo nubula circum Dea fudit Amtiu, 
Cernere ne quis Eos 





Nay the Romans hada Goddefs, called Laverna, whofe 
peculiar Province it was to /creen Thofe, who lived by 
Fraud and Rapine. Aorace introduces a Man making his 
Addreffes privately to Her in the following Lines ; 





- Pulchra Laverna, 
Da mihi fallere ; da juffo fanfoque vider: ; 
Noéiem Peccatis, et Fraudibus objice Nubem. 


That is, grant me, Laverna, a@Gentus for Tricking, and 
an outward Appearance of Probity and Science ; let my 
Crimes be bid in Darknefs, and caf a Cloud over all my 
Rogueries. , 

I have often amufed my felf with reflecting what a pro- 
digious Number of Votaries rhis Godde/s muft have had in 
the Declenfion of the Roman Commonwealth, and under 
moft of the Emperor’s, when all publick Virtue was 
laugh’d out of Faihion, and nothing was minded but Pil- 
lage and Plunder. I dare fay the Chapel of Loretto is not 
more frequented at prefent, than Leverna’s Temple was 
in thofe Ages. Methinks, I fee Sezanus on his Knees, 
imploring her Protedtion and Affiftance to conceal his De- 
predations from the Publick. 

I could enrich this Part of my Subject with a Multi- 
tude of Quotations and Inftances from the antient Greek 
and Roman Writers ; but to avoid the Imputation of Pe- 
dantry, I thall defcend to our own Times, when the Art 
and Practice of Screening feems to be brought to the ut- 
moit Perfection. : 

Pr een: espe mutt give me Leave to obferve that a 
tale » properly fpeaking, no better than a /creen. 
which gives 
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the polite of both Sexes an Opportunity of 
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converfing with more Freedom and Unrefervednefs than 
They might care to do, without fome Difguife. The 
worthy Gentleman, who prefides over thefe Affemblies, is 
therefore a Perfon of great Importance ; and nobody can 
wonder at the Honours, which are paid Him by all Sorts 
of People. 

But there are Screens of a much higher Rank, and cal- 
culated for nobler Ends than the Protection of Gallantry, 
or the common Frailties of Flefh and Blood. 

It cannot be expected, in fuch an Age as This, that 
Truth and Virtue fhould be the fole Motives of human 
Actions, or that Men will not endeavour to raife their 
Fortunes, and fupport Themfelves in Grandeur by fome 
Methods, which are not ftrictly agreeable to Law and Ju- 
fice. Thofe of a Philofophical Icurn are apt to brand 
thefe Things with the odious Name of Bribery Corrup- 
tion, or Fenality ; and to call aloud for Punifbment and 
Reformation ; but Men of Bufinefs know better, and fore- 
fee the Confequences of fuch rigorous. Proceedings. 
‘“ Some publick Corruptions there are, as a * Court-Wri- 
“ ter obferves, of that Strength and Prevalence, that, 
‘“ however fhameful and pernicious ‘They may be, they 
‘ muft yer be fuffered to remain. Such frequently is the 
‘« Situation of Things, and fuch the Malignity of Men, 
‘‘ that Meafures ftriétly virtuous would bring prefent 
‘* Confufion and Ruin; and where an Endeavour to re- 
“ form would overturn, Reformation is a Calamity. De- 
“ Anit effe Remedio Locus, ubi qua fucrant vitia mores 
“ funt. From hence it appears that Screening is ab{o- 
lutely neceflary, when publick Corruptions grow prevalent ; 
and in whom can this great Privilege be fo properly repo- 
fed as in One, who hath Power to exert it? A Prime- 
Minifer, who conduéts the whole Machine of Govern- 
ment, is certainly the beft Judge who are fit Objects of 
Favour ; aud if a Man, who hath done Him eminent Ser- 
vice, either of a publick or private Nature, Should hap- 
pen to be detected in any /itt/e Irregularities, or Breach of 
Truf, and is violently purfued with the Cry of Juttice, it 
i$ certainly his Intereft, as well as his Duty, to ftem the 
torrent of popular Refentment ; efpecially, if it fhould 
b€ his own Fate to lye under general Hatred and Sufpici- 
on ; for publick Engures are Things of a very incroach- 
ing Nature, and when once fet on Foot, nobody knows 
how far they may go, or where they will end. They 

may 
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may begin, perhaps, with fome little Ped ling Bufinefs of 
thirty, or forty thoufand Pounds ; but if the Promoters of 
them are fuffered to meet with any Succefs in their firft 
Attempts, it will encourage Them to go on, and proceed 
from Step to Step, till the moft important Points of Go- 
vernment are drawn into Examination. 

It therefore behoves all Thofe, who defire to conceal 
the Myferies of State from vulgar Eyes, to cruth fuch 
an inquifitive Spirit, as foon as it appears, or to weary It 
out, like a troublefome Gallant, by continued Rebuffs 
and Denials. This is the only Way to quell Oppo/ttion, 
and render a Miniffer eafy in the Conduét of Affairs. 

But thefe general Rules, like all others, will admit of 
fome Exceptions, which ought to be particularly menti- 
oned. Though I have contended fo ftrenuoufly for a 


foreenine Power to be lodg’d in Minifers, I would have 


it exerted only upon great Occafions, where their own 
Intereft is immediately concrn’d, or the Enquiry natv- 
rally tends to fome Difcoveries, which affect their general 
Scheme of Management, and the Perfons engaged in it; 
for if fuch a difatorial Power thould be proftituted to the 
Service of every Jittle dirty Fellow, who hath juft Cun- 
ning enough to cheat one of the Companies, or to play 4 
knavith Trick in Exchange Alley, it will fink into Col- 
tempt ; and Gentlemen of Figure will be afhamed of its 
to Protection. They expe€@t Diftrimination from fuch 
mean Rogues; and have a Right to be fcreen’d according 
their Quality. Yet fome fome Miniffers, have been fo 
weak as to catch at every Body, who ftood in need of 
their Affiftance, without any Regard to his Birth, or Sta- 
tion ; and have endeavoured to raife up a Party, like the 
frit Founders of Rome, by opening an A/ylum tor Robbers 
= Outlaws of all Kinds. I call this Weak ; becaufe it 
hath been o ferv’d that thefe all-[creening-Miniffers com- 
se carne their Mark; and I cannot help thinking 
eter, 1, who have long enjoy’d the Power of diverting 
puvlick Juftice from others, make but a filly Figure, when

? : times tucceeded in it: but this Stratagem 
4. Rot ierve their Purpof 
their Purpofe long ; and, for my Part, I 
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never faw a Miniffer making Ufe of it, without thinking 
of Sir Fohn Fa/faff, who endeavours to hide Himfelf 
from my Lord Chief Fuftice, by thrufting a /ittle Page be- 
fore Him. Their next Recourfe is to Corruption, which 
They have formerly employ’d to fo much Advantage, 
that They think it an infallible Expedient, and have 
fometymes had the Infolence to attempt even Parliaments 
themfelves. They have likewife fome Dependance on the 
Support of a fanding Army, and are apt to flatter Them- 
felves that the Hopes of Preferment, or the Fear of Dif- 
miffion, will bind Men of the Sword faft to their Inte- 
reft ; efpecially when they have taught Them, by fome 
notable Examples, what is the Confequence of difobey- 
ing Command. But if all thefe ftrong Holds fhould hap- 
pen to fail They have one Refort ftill left. by skulking 
behind the Throne, and pofting their Mafer in the Front 
oi the Battle. No Writers haye treated this Pro/ituti- 
on of Mayefy with more Bitternefs and Afperity than the 
Authors of Cato’s Letters, and therefore it may not be 
improper to quote a Paflage or two from them. One of 
ihele Gentlemen, having expofed the common Notion of 
Loyalty, and confin’d it to the Obfervation of our Laws, 
proceeds thus. 

‘“* Before I have done, I would take Notice of another 
“ Miftake very common, concerning Loya/ty. It is, in- 
“ deed, a Trick more than a Miftake ; I mean of Thofe, 
‘who would affert, or rather create, a fort of Loyalty 
‘ 10 Minifers, and make every Thing, which They do 
‘ not like, an Offence againft their Mafer. 

“ How endlefs are the Arts and Inftances of deceiv- 
’ Ing: yet the ftaleft Artifices are ftill new. The Above 
isa Method, which bad Minifers have ever taken, but 
‘which good ones want not. Innocent were yrs will ne- 
_ Ver proftitute the Name and Authority of the Prince, 
fo protect their oma Faults and Miffakes; and every 
wife and indifferent Man will be for preferving Him 
from the Imputation of the Guilt and Folly of his 
“ Servants; who, whenever They are for thrufting in 
, Meir ye between Themfelves and the Cenfure or 
. Odium of their own Aé@tions, do at once acknowledge 
“ that their own A@tions are evil, and that they would 
e barbaroufly and ungratefully make a SCREEN of their 
‘ Sovereign, and faye Themfelyes upon his Ruin, or 

Difgrace. 
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<< What can be more vile, what more difloyal than 
“< This! Yet who were louder in their Prate about 
“¢ Loyalty, than the worff Minifiers have ever been ; even 
‘¢ while They were weakning their Mafer’s Hands, 
«< créating Him Enemies, and fetting Him at Variance 
«¢ with his People? This is fo true, that it hath been 


‘© fometimes impoflible to love the Prince, without ab. 


‘s horring his Servents, and to ferve Them, without hurt. 
‘< ing, or abufing Him. Yet while They were very loy. 
«© ally undoing Him, it was forfooth high Difloyalty to 
“© refift, orexpofe Them. 

Iam ready to agree with our Author, that a Prince, 
who falls into fuch Hands, is in a very ill Plight, and 
ought to look about Him; but who can wonder that a 
Minifier, univerfally odious, fhould endeavour to prove 
his Meafures right, by faddling them upon Oze, whois 
incapable of domme any H rong, and to fave Himfelf from 
being call’d to Account, by charging all the bad Items to 
his Mafier, whofe Prerogative it is to be wnaccounte- 
ble. 

I fhall conclude with obferving that Ads of Grace, in 
moft Reigns, have been nothing but Ccurt-Screens ; for 
it We examine them with Attention, it would be found 
that Minifrers have generally taken Care to comprehend 
Themfelves in the fulleft Terms, and to except Thole, 
who have given ‘Them any Difturbance. Whether /uché 
partial Diftribution of Indemnity can be properly call’d an 
A&é of Grace, which feems to include fome Benefit to the 
People, let others determine ; but I am fure nobody cal 
ceny it to be a Screen.

to gainthe fame End. It would be no difficult Task to 
illuftrate this Pofition by comparing the Characters of Phi- 
lofophers with the Notions they have taught. But I ap- 
prehend it will be a much more ftrong and compendious 
Method of eftablithing this Do“trine, to appeal unto the 
Experience of my Readers, in the Circle of their Ac- 
quaintance, from whence they will be able to recollect ma- 
Ny, waofrom the Impatience of their Nature, are vio- 
lent I. nthufiafes, or as violent Free-thinkers, moft zealous 
Churchmen, ‘or mott implacable Enemies to the Efablifh- 
ed Faith: ina Word, whofe Thoughts on the moft impor- 
tant Subject are totally governed by their Humours. 

But as it is a Frailty incident to Human Nature, for eve- 
ty Man to approve his owa Behaviour, fo it frequently 

i Cc happens 
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happens that Men of Wit and Capacity, inftead of apply. 
ing themfelves to bend their Inclinations to their Reafon, 
are for reafoning Mankind into a Belief, that their Under- 
ftanding, and not their Paffion, dictates to ’em the Rules 
of their Actions. This Point they labour fo long and fo 
carefully, that at laft, whether they convince others or 
not, they perfuade themfelves into a thorough Apprehen. 
fion of it, and fancy much Merit in perfifting refolutely 
in fach a Courfe, as a Man of good Senfe and an hone 
Heart would never have entered upon at A//. I have in 
my Eye a Political Hero of this State, who is in his Soul 
as well fatisfied as can be, that the Warmth which froma 
natural Vivacity he exerts, whenever he falls into Dif- 
courfes about Government, flows from nothing elfe but 
the true Love he has for his Coaztry, and real Terror he 
is under of feeing it infured or inflaved. Nay, what is yet 
more extraordinary, he fancied the very fame Thing when 
he was quite on the orber Side of the Queffion, his Haran- 
ies in Detence of the Minifry, proceeded from down- 
right Patriotifm, and nothing but Petrioti/m makes him 
now harangue againft them ; the fame / ebemence indeed 
graced his Speeches formerly, which give them Weight at 
prefent, and has been ail along oppofed by a deteftable 
Race of People: eight or tea Years ago he declaimed a- 
eainft Folks he ftiled Jacobites ; at prefent his Inveftives 
are turned at Court-P: Uufeoners. But you muft have 2 Care 
of faying he has changed his Principles that he will by 
uo Means allow, tho’ thofe he called ¥acobites heretofore, 
are become his Honourable Friends, and fuch as were his fo- 
wourable Friends are the Court Penffoners he talks of ; but 
they changed their Prin iples not He—For his Principles 
feem to be only Spleen, anda Propenfity to giving if Vent, 
and from thefe no Body can pretend to fay that he has 
ever departed. 
__ This Sort of Abfurdity in Behaviour Men of fierce 
Tempers are very liable to, if ever they engage in Par- 
ties, and if with that Fiercenefs they have any Mixture of 
ene or Ambition, for then any Di/appointment throws 
them into a Contempt of thofe from whom and thro’ whom 
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it was rece.ve i, immediately on this they defert their Friend- 
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tempt to make up the Quarrel, in vain do they demon- 
ftrate the Rea/onablene/s of the Meafures they took ; for 
thofe Hairbrain'd People, however convinced in their 
Hearts, are afhamed to confefs it with their Tongues, what 
they have done, they are determined to fupport, and to 
ftick clofely and warmly by their new Acquaintance—— 
till they meet another D7/appointment.

The Ancient Conftitution of England demonffrated to be 
Slavery. 


Pras HE Enemies of the Afin:fry, and the Enemies of the 
| Government, who are very clofely join’d, have, at 
prefent, laid afide their Batteries againft the Miniftry and 
Government, and bend all their Force againft the Con/fitu- 
tion itfelf: which, it feems, is not good enough for them;

but they muft have the ancient Conffitution reftored, and they 
expe? a Renewal of it under fo gracious a Prince as his pre- 
lent Majefty, or elfe they will ref/?; for That, they fay, 
is their Duty. 

This is the Language of the Faétio: But whither will 
the Paffions of Men, fet on Fire by Ambition, Envy, Rage, 
and Refentment, carry them ? To wifh for a Reftoration of 
the ancient Conffitution, is wifhing for the moft confirm’d and 
abje® State of Slavery, Civil and Ecclefiaftical ; a State, in 
which All, who were not Freeholders, were the Property of 
their feveral Lords; and in which, properly fpeaking, there 
was but ove Freeholder in the Kingdom, and that was the Kzng - 
He was the only Freeman, the only unconditional, indepen- 
cent, and abfolute Freeholder; for, evem the Barons, and 
other great Men, who held Lands of him im capite, were 
hound by their Tenures, which were all Military, to bring 
them/elves and their Slaves into the Field, when the King 
commanded : All were Vaffals in a greater or leffer Degree, 
the Frecholders, if I may fo call them, not excepted. But 
there were but very few of them: For, about the Time of 
the Norman Conqueft, there were only fixteen Freeholders in 
the County of Dorfet, (as appears in Doom’s-Day Book) and 
fo Proportionably in other Counties: Thefe had fome Privi- 


lees ; but the People were all Villains, or abfolute Vaffats, and 
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looked upon as fo many Head of Cattle, not kili’d and ferved 
up . indeed, at their Mafters Tables, but facrificed, at Flea. 
fare, to their Pride, Luft of Power and Revenge. 

The fo much boafted and celebrated Alagna Charta itfelf, 

(which now lies before me) was no Contract with, nor Grant 
io, the People: It was only fome Conceffions to the Church- 
men and Berons, which the Power of their Swords wrefted 
out of = Hands of the King. But Magna Charta was 8la- 
very, compared with the Lib. vty we now enjoy: For, even 
by this Charter, the Perfans of the Frecholders, or thofe 
who held Lands of the King yor Barons, were not ther cw, 
The Widnw of one of the Tenants of the Kinz, 0 t Barons, 
could not marry without the Con/ent (which was aes : paid 
tor) of the Avme or Lerd of whom the 
the Children of thofe who held of the King, were, till of Age, 
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ehe King fent his Letters of Summons to the Great Churchmen, 
and the Greater Barons; and ordered his Sheriffs and Bay- 
ifs to fummons Ail that held of him in Chief: So that the Par- 


Kiament-Men of thofe Days were Standing Men; and the Par-

liaments, Standing Parliaments indeed, not chofen by the 


People, but, by Name, fent for by the Ainz, The Right of 
Coming up to Parliament defcended al) from Father to Son, 
with the E/fate and Tenure; and the L/de/f? Son of a Parlia- 
ment Man was, upon his Father’s Deceafe, a Parliament 
Man by Hereditary Right; which is one great Reafon, no 
doubt, why our hereditary Right-Afen long fo much for the 
Reftoration of our Axzcient Confitution. 
Notwithftanding the Truth of all thefe Things, evident 
as the Sun, we have a Serr oF MEn, who, in mere 
Spight and Flatred to the prefexnt Government, give the Pre- 
ference fo much to the Ancient, as to ketition and Addrefs, 
that his M y would be. ¢racioufly pleafed, out of. hie 
fuperabundant Goodnefs and Mercy, to reftore us to this our 
ancient Covn/itution; whichis, ‘* That he would be moft 
 eracioufly pleafed to put upon us our old Chains and Fet- 
io TS; to change Liberty into Slavery ; and a neriectly Le- 
© cal Government into a Tyranny:” For fuch our Aneten 
Government (take it in any Period of Time) was, if com-

Extract from the FreE-BRITON. 
A Vindication of the SEPTENNIAL LAW. 


HE popular Plea for Triennial EleGions hath hi- 

therto been, that they are a Reftraint upon Mini- 
fiers, who, as fome have fuppofed, can neither fecure Ma- 
jorities to any undue Intereft, or venture to propofe un- 
righteous Schemes, whilft the Fear of an approaching ge- 
neral Election fhall conftantly make both Minifters and 
their Friends cautious of provoking the Refentments of 
the People. 

This then is an Argument, which fuppofes Corruption 
and bad Defigns in an Adminiftration. Let it therefore 
be allowed, that corrupt Minifters may arife, and may 
cherifh iniquitous Projects: Now, in my Apprehenfion, 
an Election of our Reprefentatives every Theee 7zars, will 
be fo far from reftraining a wicked and corrupt Minittry, 

that 
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that fuch an Election will arm fuch a Miniftry with the 
moft formidable Power. For, | 

If an Adminittration, fupporting itfelf by Corruption, 
fhall ever arife amongft us, they cannot defire a better Ex. 
pedient, to fecure the Majority of Parliaments, than a 
Triennial Occafion for opening the Flood-Gates of Corrupti- 
on: And in this Manner bringing the Country Gentlemea 
toa Tryal of Expence every Three Years, they would 
find that the beft Eftates in the Kingdom could not long 
fupport fo unequal a Conteft, whereby moft of the landed 
Geatlemen would become ruined, and the Boroughs in 
general pofeffed by the Power of the Court. 

Corrupotion ina Miniftry may happpen under Parlia- 
ments of longer Duration ; and what will then be the 
Confequence, Effect, and Support of fuch Corruption in 
a Minifiry, muft furely be the Refort to fuch over fre. 
cuent Eleéions, whereby they may harrafs fuch Members 
as they cannot feduce, and work them out of Corporati. 
ons, to introduce more proper Creatures of Power. 

\ Parliament which continus Seven Years, though it 
fhould happen to be chofen by a great Struggle of Ex- 
pence, yet if it be chofen on the Footing of a Septennial 
Parliament, 1 conceive Country Gentlemen will, with 
better Heart fuftain the Charge, as thinking they may 
better afford it, when it is not likely to return upon them 
within le/s than Seven Years. But how many Gentlemen 
ot very confiderable Eftates would ve very backward even 
in oppofing the worft Miniftry, when this Oppofition 
hall every Three Years coft every Family a Sum that 
might provide for one of their Children 
Experience fufficiently confirms the Truth of this Ob- 
feryation. ‘Phe Parliament in 1710 was diffolyed to in- 
trocuce that virtuous Miniftry, wherein the late L—D 
KE made fo thining a Figure: The new Eledt- 
ons were carried by a Torrent of Court Influence and 
High-Church Corruption. ‘The next Parliament was fil- 
acct eg greater Numbers of Miniferial Inftruments, by 
the Reite ration of thofe corrupt Practices ; and Gentlemen 
of oppofite Characters or Principles were univerfilly dif- 
couraged trom attempting to be chofen by the Inequalities 
of { ich 2 Competition. Whereas, on the King’s Aceffion, 
though the Tery Parted tryed the utmoft Efforts of Ex- 
peace, as the laft Refort of their Faction, the Whiggs had 
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Spirit univerfally to withftand them, and prevailed againit 
them, from the Profpect which they then had, that it 
would be the laft Time of their being harraffed by a 
Triennial Election, and a Tory-Oppofttion. 

To make this ftill more evident, I might inftance the 
Cafe of Corporations, where Council-Men have been ele¢t- 
ed annual/y. Ido, and ought to fuppofe, that a// Legi- 
ative Bodies, whether publick or private, chofen by a 
Kingdom or Corparation at this Time /vbfffing, became 
elected by the moft free, regular, and uncorrupt Proceed- 
ings: But Whenever fuch Corporate Bodies were chofen 
by Methods lefs warrantable, whenever corrupt Manage- 
ment was practifed, and the Inhabitants were put to great 
Charge, to be elected into fuch Trufts, I appeal to Ex- 
perience, whether the Annua] Return of fuch Elections 
did not prevail on the bef Scrt of Men to decline them, 
tather than incur the Burden of Annauwa/ Expence: Where- 
as had thofe Elections been of another Nature, the Cor- 
rupt and J/l-defigning would fearcely, in any Inftance, 
have carried on thefe Meafures without a more vigorous 
Uppofition. 
in the Cafe of Parliamentory Elections, where corrup? 
Power is to be oppofed, the Oppofition to fuch Power is 
more difcouraged, and rendered more diilicult, by the 
greater Degree of Expence. Gentlemen, who come into 
Parliament by the Weight of their own Fortunes and 
Eftates, would find a great Difference between a Struggle 
with Power every Three Years, and a ftruggle every Se- 
ven Years. When likewife they come into the Hou/é of 
Commons, their Power, as Individuals, is greater and fir. 
mer in this Refpect, their Eftates are lefs exhaufted ; and 
their Continuance to check the Meafures of a Miniftry, as 
It is to be of longer Duration, will be more confidered in 
2 Septennial, than it will be in Triennia/ Parliaments. So 
that Minifters will be lefs cautious to difguft, and find it 
more dificult to fecure, thofe by whom they muft be 
judged, 

We favour the A rgument againft Septenntal Parlia- 
ments, aS much as poflible, to fhew how fhort it falls of 
fach 1 the Point. It is for this Reafon, that we make 
"ca large Allowances to thofe who would frame their 
Ws againft the Wickednefs of Men. And as Minitters,

FRANCE. 


HE great Preparations for War are contin ed,

without Number. 

Private Letters from Paris mention an Inftance of the 
exorbitant Vanity of the Marfhal de Vil/ars, ina Letter 
co the King.

We mentioned in our tormer its being now no morea 
Secret, that the confiderable French Squadron, which ts 
almoft ready to fail, 1s defigned for the Baliick, to relieve 
Dantzick: But the French now carry the Point much far- 
ther, and pretend this very Fleet will attempt to burn 
the Czarina’s Fleet, to bombard Petersburg, and oblige 
her Czarian Majefty to retire from thence. But thefe 
haity Novelifts don’t feem to have the moft perfect Know- 
Jedge of the Situation of that Place. This Fleet, they 
fzy, is to be commanded by the famous Monfieur de Gay- 
Trouin.

EFORE King Augafus departed from Cracow, he 
B ordered two Crown-Pieces to be given to every Sol- 
dier in the Army, and two Months Pay to every Officer, 
as a Reward for the Hardfhips they had undergone ince 
their Arrival in Po/end: And that they may be enabled 
to pay for what they want, as they march, and do no 
Wrong to the Inhabitants, feveral Waggon-Loads of Mo- 
ney are ordered to accompany the Army, which is ad- 
vanced, with the King at their Head, as far as Ozefo- 
chow, in their Way towards Dantzick. The Caftellan of 
Cgersko lately attacked a Body of Ruffians, which was 
efcorting the Son of General La/ci towards Daatzick, but 
was obliged to retire with fome Lofs. 

The 20th Inftant the Ruffian Troops attacked the In- 
trenchment, which covered the Suburbs of Daztzick, that 
go by the Name of Schotlend. The Dantzickers made a 
gallant Defence, but being overpowered, and the Ru/fians 
having found Means to attack them in the Rear, they 
were obliged to quit their Poft, with the Lofs of feventy 
Men; but this Advantage, they fay, coft the re 


7 or 800 Men. The Dantzickers kept Poffeffion of the, 


suburbs ; but it was believed they would fire and relia- 
quifh them that Night. 

The Ruffian head Quarters continue ftill at Pruf, eX 
tending their right Wing towards St. A/bert, and their 
_ along the Villages by the Sea-Side, towards Zas- 
j Ger. 

The Court of Ruffia feems now in Earneft to be ap- 
prehenfive of a War with the Ottomans, and perhaps with 
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the Perfians too. ‘They are therefore, not only very di- 
ligent in increafing their Forces, but very watchful over 
eyery Motion of thefe two Eaftern Powers, whom they 
pretend they will invade in their own Dominions, upon 
the firft Appearance of a Rupture. The Cearina feems 
refolved upon the Reduction of Dantzgick, at all Events, 
and to this End a Squadron of 13 Ships of the Line, ten 
Frigates, two Bomb Veffels, and two Gallies, are order- 
ed before that Place.

The Work we are going to give a fhort Extrad of, 
tho’ it contains an Account of the Tranfactions of 1730, 
was not publifhed ’till this Year, wiz. 1733. 

This Academy was erected at Paris, by the famous M. 
Colbert in the Year 1666, in 1699, it was confirmed by a 
Royal Charter, and taken under the King’s particular Pro- 
tection. His Majefty ordered a very handfome and con- 
venient Apartment, in his Royal Palace of the Louvre, to 
be fitted up for the Ufe of the Members, and there they 
hold their Affemblies every /Veduefday and Satar- 
ay. 

Their Tranfactions, which are depofited in the Hands 
of their Secretary, are collected into Volumes, and pub- 
lifhed by Years, tho’ feldom ‘till two or three Years af- 
terwards. The Hiftory, which we have now before us is 
divided into feveral Branches of Mathematical and Phyfi- 
cal Learning, agreeable to the Memoirs. Tohe following 
Extraé may ferye to give our Readers fome Idea of thefe 
Collections, 


I. Rules for making anew Kind of Thermometer, the De- 
grees of which are defigned ta give fuch Indications of Heat 
and Cold, as can be referr'd to known Meafures. By Moa- 
fienr de Reaumur. 

This known and ufeful Inftrument, tho’ almoft in every 
Man’s Hands, is hitherto very imperfect. Every ‘her- 
mometer {peaks a different Language : In one the Varia- 
tion of the Temperature of the Air is divided into four or 
tive Degrees, and in others into feven or eight, ic. But 
the Relation between the Degrees of different Thermome- 

ters 
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ters does not appear ; and therefore, we are yet at a Lof 
to know the greateft Degree of Cold and Heat, in diffe. 
rent Climates, which would be as ufeful as curious. With 
this Knowledge we fhould be able’ to form a Judgment, 
what Degree of Heat and Cold, Men, and other Ani. 
mals, can bear. We might then judge what ‘Cemperature 
of the Air is required to raife Trees and Plants in any 
Country, where they have not hitherto been produced, 
There are three different Things which make the Com. 
pofition of “Thermometers extreamly defective and un- 
certain. (1.) The Quality of the Spirits may differ very 
much in two different Thermometers. (2.) As thefe Spi. 
rits are more or lefs rectified, they will of Courfe be 
more Or lefs dilated, by the fame Degree of Heat. (3.) In 
marking the Degrees it is common to place equal Parts of 
the Length of the Tube, for equal Degrees; notwith- 
ftanding we fhall find a very vifible Inequality in their In- 
fides, even fuppofing the Diameters of the Tubes to be 
exactly equal. Thefe Objections our Author defigns a. 
gainit the Florentin Thermometer, as being beft known, 
and moft in Ufe: And having made his Objections, and 
obferved the Inconveniences which attend that Inftrument, 
he propofes to remedy them by a new one, which is de. 
{cribed on a Copper Plate, adjoined to his Memoir. The 
whole Secret confifts in finding a Degree of Dilatation 
and Coadenfation, of which the Spirit in the Thermome- 
ter 1s fufceptible, as will be the fame in every Climate, 
and may be a fixed Term for the Beginning and End of 
the Account of Degrees. Monfieur Amontons, who aimed 
at this Secret, died hefore he could make the World ac- 
quainted with his new Invention of a Thermometer. That

Hea ‘carries the Experiment farther; and has dif- 
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Dilatability of Spirits, as they are more or lefs rectified. 
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boiling Water. Hence it follows, that as Water, when 
boiled with the greateft Violence, will never come up to 
the Heat of melted Metal, fo it neceffarily muft have a 
certain Point fixed in its Nature, which it cannot by any 
Means be made to exceed. ‘The oppofite fixed Point is 
ropofed to be an artificial Congelation of Water with Ice 
and Salts. The Degrees propofed to be marked on the 
Thermometer, ‘with Refpect to thefe two Points, are 
not to be according to the Length of the T'ube, but m 
Proportion to the Dilatation of the Fluid which it con- 
tains, or the Augmentation of its Volume. “che Number 
of Degrees may be fixed at Pleafure. Monfieur de Reau- 
mur propofes it by Hudreds, as the moft convenient, and 
he extends his to a Thoufand. By this Method but few 
Fractions will occur, and thofe of no great Moment. The 
Thermometer being marked, according to the equal De- 
grees of the Capacity of its Tube and Bowl, which may 
be difcovered by firft infufing Water, the next Queftion ts 
where to place the Spirit of Wine, after it is condenfed by 
Art. Monfieur de Reaumur thinks the Tube ought to be 
filed to about one third of its Length from the Bowl; 
becaufe Heat will afterwards dilate them to the Top. It 
is that Space which muft contain the Number of Divifions 
or Degrees; and thereby we may know with the greatett 
Exactnefs to what Degree the Spirits are rarified ; a Know- 
‘edge which is not to be had from the common Glaffes. 
{n nice Phy fical Enquiriés the old Thermometers are 
of very little Service, becaufe no Comparifon can be form- 
ed between any two of them. ‘The Proportion of the Ri- 
nn of the Fluid depends on the Relation between the 
Hiameters of the Bowl and the Tube. The larger the 
Diameter of the Bowl is in Comparifon to that of the 
Tube, the higher the Spirits will rife with the fame De- 
gree of Heat. Monfieur de Recumur’s Invention demon- 
srates this beyond all Difpute. If the Line where the 
Spirits ftop, after they are condenfed, be marked on two 
thermometers, fuppofing this Line at the fame Height 
10 both, and the certain Number of equal Parts fixed and 
‘town in each, thefe two Tnermometers will at alk 
Times fhew the fame Degrees of Heat, though they may 
“© unequal as to the Space they take up in the Tube. 
Another Inconvenience, which the common Thermo- 
Meters are always liable to,. is occafioned by the different 
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To meafure the Dilatability of this Liquor, Monfieur ¢ 
Requmur gives us the following Experiment of his owg 
making. He put 400 Parts of it into a Phial with a long 
Neck, after it had been artificially condenfed, and then 
obferved, how high it rofe by the Heat of boiling Water, 
and thereby got the two fixed Points. By this Method 
there will be no Difficulty in comparing two Thermome. 
ters, though their Spirits fhould not be equally dilatable; 
hecaufe the unequal Degrees of their Elevation being cor. 
refpondent, will be the Effect of the fame Degrne of 
Hear. 

Our Philofopher propofes a Method to reduce two different 
Kinds of Spirits to the fame Degree of a Dilatability. By 
this Means the Curious may, at all Times, and in all Places, 
have them of the {ame Quality, and thereby render their Ob- 
fervation more exaé¢t and conformable one to the other. 


II. 4 Chymical Enquiry into the Nature of Meats, commonly 

made Uje of for Broths, &c. By Mr. Geoftroy, “fun. 

Broths made of one or other Sort of Meat, being the ufual 
Food prefcribed by Phyficians for the Sick, an Enquiry into 
what Quantity of Nourifhment fuch feveral Sorts of Broth 
refpectively contain, may be of Service. The Operations 
which our curious Chymift has performed of this Kind, may 
be divided into four Parts ; (1.) He makes a fimple Diftillation 
of a Piece of raw Meat ‘till it is perfectly dry. (2.) He boils 
a Piece of the fame Meat in feveral Waters, and thefe he 
evaporates over a flow Fire. The folid Extract which re- 
mains, contains all the Principles of the Meat, divetted ot 
its Phlegm and Moifture. (3.) He analyfes this Extract, and 
then (4.) obferves a certain Quantity of Fibres remaining ai- 
ter the Meat is dry, which he likewife analyfes. He has 
made thefe Experiments on Beef, Mutton, Veal, Capons, 
Chickens, &c. And at the End of his Memoir he has placed 
a Table which fhews the comparative Produce of thefe feve- 
ral Meats. 


III. An Account of jeveral new Kinds of Phofphorus. By Mon- 
fieur Tu Foy. 

‘There are two Kinds of Phofphorus, one only Juminous, 
and the other burning. A Shoemaker of Bologno, in Ital, 
endeavouring to extract Silver out of a certain Stone, whic! 
he found at the Foot of Mount Paterno, calcined it ; and this 
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
